"All  the  achievements  scored  in  the  ideological,  technical  and  cultural  revo¬ 
lutions  show  the  validity  of  the  three  revolutions  line  laid  down  by  our 
party;  and  these  achievements  have  been  made  as  a  result  of  the  positive 
struggle  mounted  by  three  revolutions  teams  members  and  the  entire  working 
class  loyally  upholding  the  party  line."

A  revolutionary  is  he  who  fights  on  his  own  initiative  with  high  self-aware¬ 
ness  so  that  he  would  devote  everything  to  revolution  with  a  firm  faith  in 
the  cause  of  revolution.  Therefore,  the  self-awareness  befitting  the  master 
of  revolution  represents  the  character  unique  to  a  revolutionary.  Simply 
because  of  this  high  self-awareness,  the  title  of  a  revolutionary  is  so 
glorious  and  precious. 

The  self-awareness  befitting  the  master  of  revolution  represents  an  essential 
character  of  the  chuche-type  revolutionary,  who  launches  struggle  devotedly 
for  the  cause  of  chuche  with  the  faith  in  the  great  chuche  ideology  that  the 
master  of  revolution  and  construction  is  the  masses  of  the  people  and  that 
the  power  of  driving  revolution  and  construction  also  derived  from  the  masses 
of  the  people.

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Our  actual  experience  in  revolution  shows  that  the  high  self-awareness 
which  prompts  devoted  struggle  for  the  righteous  cause  of  revolution  generate 
peerlessly  vital  power  with  which  the  people  may  launch  struggle  bravely 
in  any  adversities  even  in  defiance  of  being  jailed  or  guillotined. 

Indeed,  thanks  to  the  power  of  the  burning  self-awareness  befitting  the 
master  of  revolution,  the  anti-Japanese  phoenixes,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  great  leader,  heroically  launched  struggle  camping  in  the  open  air  in 
defiance  of  the  wind  [and  rain]  for  the  period  as  long  as  15  years;  the 
heroic  fighters  of  the  Fatherland  Liberation  War  successfully  carried  out 
their  combat  duties,  covering  enemy  fire  with  their  own  bodies;  and,  today 
a  great  number  of  the  meritorious  services  and  miracles  of  loyalty  are 
taking  place  unceasingly  in  all  the  outposts  of  the  socialist  construction. 

Furthermore,  to  have  deep  in  heart  the  self-awareness  befitting  the  master 
toward  the  revolutionary  duties  constitutes  a  prerequisite  for  the  movement 
and  development  of  the  socialist  society. 

In  the  capitalist  society,  the  producing  masses  are  forced  to  work  because, 
if  they  do  not  work,  they  would  be  driven  out  of  the  job  and  consequently 
would  starve  to  death.  However,  in  the  socialist  society,  the  workers, 
who  are  the  masters  of  the  society,  enthusiastically  work  self-consciously 
for  the  society  and  for  themselves.  Just  as  the  capitalist  society  cannot 
be  referred  to  without  mentioning  to  money  and  whips,  so  the  development 
of  the  socialist  society  cannot  be  dealt  with  without  mentioning  the  self- 
awareness  befitting  the  master. 

The  socialist  society  is  a  society  similar  to  an  organic  body,  all  its  parts 
moving  in  close  coordination.  Therefore,  the  personnel  and  workers  of  all 
the  sectors  and  outposts  must  responsibly  carry  out  their  assignments  and 
the  duties  entrusted  by  the  society;  only  by  doing  so  can  the  economy  of 
the  nation  be  rapidly  developed  harmoneously  like  cogwheels  meshing  with 
one  another  and  can  the  overall  social  life  be  led  successfully. 

The  farther  the  socialist  construction  advances  and  the  more  the  people’s 
livelihood  improves,  the  more  important  the  problem  of  heightening  the 
people's  self-awareness  befitting  the  master  becomes. 

In  a  country  like  ours,  where  the  state  responsibly  guarantees  the  people's 
livelihood  and  therefore  the  people  have  no  worries  about  their  livelihood, 
the  vital  power  enabling  the  workers  to  work  devotedly  for  the  country  and 
the  society  comes  only  from  the  further  heightening  of  their  self-awareness 
befitting  the  master.  In  order  to  prevent  the  people  from  becoming  contented 
with  the  existing  standard  of  living  and  from  living  in  idleness,  their  self- 
awareness  befitting  the  master  must  be  heightened  unceasingly. 

Only  when  everybody  is  urged  to  be  awakened  to  the  fact  that  it  is  his  ob¬ 
ligation  to  work  with  great  Integrity  for  the  benevolent  social  system 
under  which  the  popular  livelihood  improves  and  happiness  grows  more  and 
more,  can  the  socialist  construction  be  pushed  energetically  and  unceasingly. 
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To  see  to  it  that  the  personnel  and  workers  will  fully  display  the  sense  of 
responsibility  and  the  self-awareness  befitting  the  master  toward  the  revo¬ 
lutionary  duties — this,  in  particular,  constitutes  an  important  guarantee 
for  the  effective  utilization  of  the  stupendous  existing  economic  foundation 
and  the  successful  implementation  of  the  combat  tasks  of  this  year,  which 
is  a  year  of  readjustment. 

In  the  process  of  the  implementation  of  the  six  year  plan:  the  scale  of 
our  national  economy  grew;  a  number  of  new  sectors  and  production  processes 
emerged;  and  the  productive  interrelationships  with  the  economy  became  more 
and  more  complex. 

Under  these  conditions,  in  order  to  give  full  play  to  the  vitality  of  the 
stupendous  existing  economic  foundation  and  make  thorough  preparations  to 
effect  fresh  leaps  and  bounds,  the  personnel  and  workers  must  have  a  still 
higher  self-awareness  and  sense  of  responsibility  befitting  the  master; 
and  they  must  thus  organize  the  economic  organizational  work  more  effec¬ 
tively  and  run  the  national  household  more  efficiently. 

Only  when  all  the  personnel  in  a  manner  befitting  the  master  seek  out  and 
do  their  work,  display  their  creative  initiative,  actively  settle  all  the 
things,  carefully  assign  whatever  should  be  assigned,  and  tenaciously  imple¬ 
ment  the  economic  organizational  work  assigned  to  them,  can  the  balances  be¬ 
tween  the  sectors  and  production  processes  be  maintained  more  efficiently 
and  can  the  production  and  construction  be  carried  out  in  greater  quantities 
and  more  rapidly  with  the  existing  assets. 

That  the  functionaries  and  workers  do  all  things  effectively  and  efficiently 
as  befits  the  masters — this  very  [proposition]  holds  an  important  key  to  the 
successful  solution  of  the  following  problems  confronting  us  today:  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  easing  the  tense  situation  in  transportation  and  of  definitely  putting 
the  extracting  industry  ahead  of  the  manufacturing  industry;  the  problem  of 
Increasing  the  advancing  speed  of  the  overall  national  economy;  and  the 
problem  of  making  our  vital  economy  play  a  greater  role  in  improving  the 
popular  livelihood.  What  is  needed  in  all  sectors  and  units  today  to  further 
increase  our  marching  speed  is  the  high  self-awareness  and  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility  befitting  the  master  on  the  part  of  the  functionaries  and  workers. 

Today  when  we  are  confronting  an  important  task  of  further  deepening  and 
developing  the  socialist  construction  up  to  a  new  higher  level,  our  party 
demands  that  all  functionaries  and  workers  inore  efficiently  carry  out  the 
revolutionary  duties  assigned  to  them  with  the  high  self-awareness  and  sense 
of  responsibility  befitting  the  master  in  conformity  with  the  developing 
realities  and  thereby  pushing  revolution  and  construction  more  energetically. 

It  is  of  utmost  importance  in  successfully  carrying  out  the  revolutionary 
duties  in  the  manner  befitting  the  master  that  the  functionaries  and  workers 
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be  fully  determined  politically  and  ideologically  to  unconditionally  imp¬ 
lement  the  revolutionary  duties  entrusted  by  the  great  leader  for  the  sake 
of  the  party,  the  working  class  and  the  people.

In  order  to  have  the  high  political  self-awareness  about  the  revolutionary 
duties,  it  is  imperative  to  have  a  clear  understanding  of  how  important 
the  revolutionary  duties  entrusted  by  the  great  leader  are  in  implementing 
the  cause  of  overall  revolution  for  the  sake  of  the  party,  the  working  class 
and  the  people. 

The  revolutionary  duties  assigned  to  each  functionary  and  each  worker  may 
be  different;  however,  every  one  of  the  duties  represents  a  concrete  assign¬ 
ment  designed  to  implement  the  cause  of  chuche  initiated  and  developed  by 
the  great  leader  and  the  cause  of  imbuing  the  entire  society  in  the  chuche 
ideology.  It  represents  an  Important  task  designed  to  successfully  realize 
the  great  leader's  idea  of  further  improving  our  people' s  livelihood  and  attain¬ 
ing  the  cause  of  reunification  of  the  fatherland  ahead  of  schedule.

All  functionaries  and  workers  must  launch  struggle  indomitably,  taking  lessons 
from  the  lofty  revolutionary  spirit  and  the  life  style  of  the  members  of  the 
anti-Japanese  guerrillas,  who,  declaring  that  they  had  no  right  to  die  until 
they  carry  out  the  orders,  regarded  the  revolutionary  duty  even  more  prec¬ 
ious  than  their  lives.  Implemented  the  revolutionary  duty  at  any  cost,  and 
determined  to  carry  it  out  as  long  as  their  hearts  were  beating. 

In  order  to  have  a  high  political  self-awareness  about  the  revolutionary  duty, 
it  is  of  importance  to  have  a  thorough  understanding  that  to  repay  the  great 
leader  for  his  profound  trust  and  solicitude  with  the  highest  achievements  is 
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what  the  revolutionary  fighters  should  do  and  that  such  a  repayment  rep¬ 
resents  a  loftyv virtue. 

The  greater  the  happiness  bestowed  on  us  through  the  benevolence  of  the  great 
leader  is,  the  more  successfully  we,  the  communist  revolutionaries  who  have 
a  high  sense  of  revolutionary  morality  and  are  meticulous  about  small  court¬ 
esies,  must  implement  the  revolutionary  duties  entrusted  by  the  party;  and 
we  must  thereby  further  heighten  the  self-awareness  to  the  leader  with 
loyalty  for  his  great  political  trust  and  solicitude.

"Today  we  are  in  need  of  the  new  type  functionaries  who  know  how  to  conduct 
work  guidance  concretely  and  correctly,  who  strive  to  study  the  work  entrusted 
them,  and  who  fully  display  the  sense  of  responsibility  and  enthusiasm  in 
the  manner  befitting  the  real  master  of  the  work."  ("On  the  Management  of 
the  Socialist  Economy,"  vol  1,  p  122.) 

To  implement  the  revolutionary  duty  entrusted  by  the  party  responsibly  and 
through  to  the  end  at  any  cost  represents  one  of  the  most  important  require¬ 
ments  for  the  attitude  befitting  the  master. 

Not  to  take  responsibility  for  the  work  he  is  charged  with  and  to  do  the  work 
in  the  manner  of  formalism  and  tactfulness-f irst-lsm — this  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  attitude  befitting  the  master;  with  such  an  attitude,  no  revolu¬ 
tionary  tasks  can  be  implemented  properly. 

The  attitude  all  the  personnel  must  take  is  such  that  they  take  full  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  work  with  which  they  are  charged.  They  must  make  work 
arrangements,  and  rearrangements  if  necessary,  in  such  a  way  as  to  carry  out 
the  work  through  to  the  end.  They  must  launch  pursuit  battles  so  that,  once 
they  start  something,  they  may  finish  it  clean,  not  stopping  it  halfway. 

They  must  implement  the  tasks  set  forth  before  them  with  the  annihilation 
battle  tactics  finishing  them  squarely  one  by  one. 

Functionaries  and  workers,  whatever  tasks  they  may  implement,  must  maintain 
contiously  the  high  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  strated;  they  must  carry 
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them  out  stubbornly  and  consistently.  They  must  make  tenacious  efforts 
and  carry  out  the  tasks  through  to  the  end — whether  they  are  ten  or  twenty 
in  number,  if  the  party  and  revolution  require  them — tackling  every  one  of 
the  tasks  squarely. 

To  display  high  creative  initiative  is  as  important  as  to  take  this  attitude 
taking  responsibility  for  the  work  in  the  manner  befitting  the  master. 

Whatever  tasks  you  may  implement,  you  cannot  do  them  properly  if  you  do  them 
in  the  manner  of  simply  transferring  them  down  to  the  lower  level.  Only 
when  you  make  a  profound  study  of  how  to  carry  them  out  or  solve  them, 
methodologically  if  necessary,  and  display  increative  initiative,  can  you 
successfully  Implement  them. 

All  the  personnel  and  workers  must  always  clearly  understand  what  the  great 
leader  is  planning  and  intending  to  do;  they  must  think  deeply  about  how  to 
better  carry  out  the  task  set  forth  before  them;  they  must  use  their  brain, 
search  for  all  the  possibilities  and  methods,  and  actively  carry  out  the  task. 

The  high  sense  of  responsibility  and  initiative  in  implementing  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  duties  can  be  displayed  fully  only  when  the  desire  to  work  is  earnest 
and  the  revolutionary  zeal  is  kindled. 

All  functionaries  must  do  away  with  senility,  stagnation,  idolence,  idleness 
and  boredom.  They  must  consistently  fight  with  ever  burning  enthusiasm  and 
military  ambitions.  They  must  look  for  work,  provide  material  to  work  on, 
and  do  more  work  than  others.  They  must  tackle  the  difficult  work  before 
others  do  so  and  constantly  make  breakthroughs.  They  must  employ  all  their 
energy  in  Implementing  duties  with  such  a  militant  spirit  that  they  devote 
themselves  totally  to  the  implementation  of  the  revolutionary  duties  and 
cannot  help,  even  for  a  moment,  fulfilling  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  even 
if  they  have  to  sleep  less  and  rest  less. 

The  self-awareness  of  functionaries  and  workers  befitting  the  master  must  be 
displayed  fully  in  efficiently  carrying  out  the  economic  organizational  work, 
successfully  implementing  the  assigned  work  in  quality  as  well  as  in  quantity, 
and  launching  practical  struggle  to  effectively  manage  the  households. 

To  efficiently  carry  out  the  economic  organizational  work  with  initiative 
and  in  the  manner  befitting  the  master  in  order  to  implement  the  party 
policies  through  to  the  end — this  represents  an  essential  duty  of  the  command 
personnel  of  revolution.  Without  establishing  this  duty,  the  role  of  guid¬ 
ance  personnel  and  the  self-awareness  befitting  the  master  cannot  be  dis¬ 
cussed. 

Today  when  the  fast  developing  economy  of  ours  is  demanding  that  the  economic 
organizational  work  be  organized  effectively,  all  the  personnel  must  fully 
display  the  work  style  befitting  the  master  in  carrying  out  this  work  actively 
and  responsibly. 
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All  the  personnel  must  energetically  launch  the  organizational  work  by  the 
methods  and  in  the  style  of  the  commanders  of  the  Anti-Japanese  Guerrilla 
units,  who  launched  organizational  work  actively  and  solved  all  the  diffi¬ 
cult  and  Intricate  problems.  They  must  display  the  revolutionary  spirit  of 
self-reliance  searching  for  and  getting  what  there  is  not  enough  of  and  making 
what  is  not  available;  and  they  must  thus  organize  the  economic  organization¬ 
al  work  effectively,  elaborately  and  carefully.  They  must  see  to  it  that  the 
workers  will  be  able  to  do  their  best  wherever  they  may  work  and  to  launch 
into  the  speed-battle  march  more  energetically. 

All  the  members  of  the  party  and  the  workers  must  always  do  their  work  effic¬ 
iently  and  effectively,  even  when  they  are  extracting  a  single  ton  of  coal 
or  ore,  when  they  form  a  train  to  transport  goods,  when  they  make  just  a  pile 
of  humus,  or  when  they  lay  a  rock  and  plant  a  tree  to  remake  the  nature. 

They  must  value  the  property  of  the  state,  including  even  a  kilowatt  hour  of 
electricity  and  a  drop  of  oil.  Thus  they  must  make  desperate  efforts  to  lower 
the  production  cost  by  even  a  penny. 

In  order  to  see  to  it  that  functionaries  and  workers  will  do  the  work  with 
the  high  self-awareness  befitting  the  master,  the  party  organizations  and 
the  three-revolutions  teams  must  concentrate  efforts  on  this  and  launch  the 
organizational  and  ideological  work  actively  and  in  a  purpose-conscious 
fashion.

In  order  to  satisfactorily  fulfill  the  vast  tasks  before  us,  we  must  mobilize 
all  reserves  and  potentials  to  a  maximum  degree  to  continuously  and  vigor¬ 
ously  press  ahead  with  socialist  construction  and  must  forcefully  raise  the 
flames  of  struggle  everywhere  for  increased  production  and  economization. 

Truly,  it  is  an  important  guarantee  for  advancing  our  revolution  and  con¬ 
struction  at  a  more  rapid  pace  and  for  more  thoroughly  displaying  the  super¬ 
iority  and  gigantic  vitality  of  our  socialist  system  to  strengthen  the 
struggle  for  increased  production  and  economization  in  every  way,  at  all 
units,  and  at  every  outpost  in  our  country. 

On  every  battleground  throughout  the  nation  where  the  flames  of  the  campaign 
for  capturing  the  red  flag  of  the  three  revolutions  soar  ever  higher,  we  now 
find  many  reserves  even  for  a  further  increase  in  production  and  greater 
economization. 

The  question  is  how  tenaciously  all  of  our  party  members  and  workers  grapple 
to  mobilize  and  utilize  such  reserves  and  potentials. 

Functionaries  and  workers  in  every  sector  and  among  all  units  of  the  people's 
economy  must  hold  high  the  New  Year's  Address  delivered  this  year  by  our  great 
leader.  With  the  revolutionary  passion  and  workstyle  with  which  they  in¬

Thus,  the  people  must  economize  fuel,  raw  materials ,  and 
other  materials  as  much  as  possible,  reduce  the  standard  of  material  con¬ 
sumption  per  unit  of  product,  and  produce  greater  quantities  with  available 
facilities,  materials,  and  labor  force  so  as  to  reduce  the  production  costs 
by  more  than  2  percent  below  the  plan." 

Whether  or  not  we  can  fully  mobilize  the  production  and  other  reserves 
already  available  for  increased  production  and  economization  is  dependent  on 
the  economic  and  organizational  work  of  guiding  functionaries. 

Our  realities  clearly  demonstrate  that  wherever  our  guiding  functionaries 
tightly  plan  and  organize  economic  organizational  work,  together  with  polit¬ 
ical  work  which  is  designed  to  continuously  heighten  the  revolutionary  en¬ 
thusiasm  of  the  producing  masses,  numerous  reserves  for  facilities,  materials, 
and  the  labor  force  pour  forth  without  exception,  and  accordingly,  a  continu¬ 
ous  upsurge  in  production  and  construction  is  generated. 

Indeed,  precisely  in  effectively  accomplishing  economic  organizational  work 
lies  an  important  guarantee  for  thoroughly  implementing  the  instructions  of 
our  great  leader  and  for  mobilizing  reserves  to  a  maximum  degree  for  the 
growth  of  production. 

All  our  guiding  functionaries  must  deeply  bear  in  mind  the  instructions  of 
our  great  leader  for  tightly  organizing  economic  organizational  work,  and 
they  must  vigorously  develop  the  work,  thus  bringing  about  an  epoch-making 
shift  in  the  mobilization  of  reserves  for  increased  production  and  economiza¬ 
tion. 

An  important  link  which  functionaries  in  factories  and  enterprises  must 
grasp  on  a  priority  basis  in  the  organizational  work  designed  to  mobilize 
internal  reserves  is  to  economize  electricity,  fuel,  raw  materials,  and 
other  materials  to  a  maximum  degree,  and  to  reduce  the  standard  of  material 
consumption  per  unit  of  product. 

All  economic  guiding  functionaries  must  mobilize  workers  and  technicians 
to  reexamine  the  old  standards  of  consumption,  establish  a  progressive 
standard  of  material  consumption,  and  vigorously  follow  it  through  organ¬ 
izational  and  political  work  to  strictly  abide  by  it.  Thus,  they  must 
eliminate  all  phenomena  of  waste,  reduce  the  standards  of  consumption  of 
all  materials,  including  electricity,  coal,  crude  oil,  and  steel  materials, 
to  a  maximum  degree.  At  the  same  time,  among  all  units  and  outposts,  they 
must  fully  mobilize  idle  facilities  and  materials  and  develop  as  a  mass 
movement  the  struggle  to  maximally  recover  and  utilize  by-products,  waste 
matter,  and  old  materials. 

In  order  to  achieve  a  high  degree  of  success  in  the  work  of  mobilizing  re¬ 
serves  for  increased  production  and  economization,  functionaries  should  not 
attempt  to  organize  this  work  in  a  campaign  style;  they  must  persistently 
press  ahead  by  combining  it  with  the  struggle  to  carry  through  the  Taean 
work  system. 
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After  scientifically  understanding  and  grasping  the  real  situation  at  the 
level  of  subordinate  units,  functionaries  in  economic  agencies,  factories, 
and  enterprises  must  coordinate  detailed  planning  work,  production  organi¬ 
zation,  technical  guidance,  labor  administration,  and  the  supply  of  materials 
and  thoroughly  penetrate  production  sites  in  order  to  responsibly  untangle 
the  knots  which  currently  hinder  advancement. 

Guiding  functionaries  must  closely  scrutinize  the  consumption  of  the  labor 
force,  facilities,  materials,  and  wages  on  a  daily  basis,  and  vigorously 
develop  the  movement  for  technological  innovation.  At  the  same  time,  they 
must  establish  strict  system  and  order  in  the  management,  control,  and  utili¬ 
zation  of  raw  materials,  produce  and  build  more  with  the  available  materials 
and  labor  force  and  thoroughly  meet  the  demand  of  the  party  for  reducing  pro¬ 
duction  costs  by  more  than  2  percent  below  the  plan. 

In  order  to  generate  a  new  upsurge  in  the  struggle  for  increased  production 
and  economization  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  development  of 
reality,  it  is  particularly  important  to  strengthen  ideological  indoctrina¬ 
tion  and  struggle  among  party  members  and  workers. 

Success  or  failure  in  the  struggle  for  increased  production  and  economization 
is  determined  by  the  ideological  consciousness  of  functionaries  and  workers 
and  by  their  stance  and  viewpoint  toward  the  nation's  housekeeping. 

When  all  functionaries  and  workers  adopt  a  master- like  attitude  and  a  revo¬ 
lutionary  spirit  of  tightly  organizing  the  nation's  housekeeping  truly  for

[Explanation  of  Laws  on  10  Million  Ton  Grain  Height — Part  One]

[Text]  At  the  twelfth  plenary  meeting  of  the  Fifth  Central  Committee  of 
the  Korean  Workers  Party  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  gave  teach¬ 
ings,  a  programmatic  compass  for  further  developing  agricultural  production, 
accelerating  overall  socialist  construction  and  bringing  about  a  great  up¬ 
surge  in  the  nature  remaking  task  on  the  basis  of  the  brilliant  achievement 
and  experience  scored  in  harvesting  an  unprecedented  record  harvest  in  our 
country’s  history. 

The  instructions  the  great  leader  gave  before  the  plenary  meeting  represent 
a  blueprint  brightly  illuminating  the  path  ahead  for  our  socialist  rural 
areas  which  are  leaping  to  a  new  developing  level,  a  guiding  compass  for  the 
road  to  continuously  increasing  agricultural  production  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed  by  putting  o\ir  agricultiire  on  an  even  more  solid  foundation  capable  of 
surmounting  whatever  natural  climatic  conditions  and  still  better  embodying 
the  chuche  farming  methods .

"The  five-point  nature  remaking  tasks  is  to:  first,  complete  all  dry-field 
irrigation  projects  thoroughly  in  all  aspects;  second,  carry  out  conversion 
to  terraced  fields;  third,  undertake  work  of  land  readjustment  and  improve¬ 
ment,  fourth,  implement  flood  control  and  water  conservancy  work;  and  fifth, 
reclaim  tidelands."  (Booklet  "On  Energetically  Launching  the  Nature  Remaking 
Tasks  Aimed  at  Occupying  the  10  Million  Ton  Grain  Height,"  pp  1-2) 

The  five-point  nature  remaking  line  laid  down  by  the  great  leader  is  one 
that  most  precisely  reflects  the  demands  for  even  more  rapidly  developing 
our  country's  agricultioral  production  and  the  realistic  feasibilities  for 
the  realization  ,  a  most  revolutionary  and  scientific  line  which  makes  it 
possible  to  occupy  the  10  million  ton  grain  height  ahead  of  schedule. 

Today,  in  our  country  where  the  per  chongbo  grain  yields  have  reached  a  very 
high  level ,  an  important  potential  for  a  further  growth  in  agricultural  pro¬ 
duction  lies  in  energetically  launching  the  tasks  of  dry-field  irrigation, 
conversion  to  terraced  fields,  land  readjustment  and  improvement,  flood 
control  and  water  conservancy,  and  reclamation  of  tidelands. 

These  magnificent  nature  remaking  tasks  are  indeed  the  mature  demands  of  our 
country's  developing  agricultiare  which  has  reached  a  new  higher  level. 

Because  it  further  strenthens  the  material  and  technical  foundations  of  the 
rural  economy  so  as  to  surmount  any  and  all  adverse  natural  climatic  condi¬ 
tions,  the  five-point  nature  remaking  line  laid  down  by  the  great  leader  is 
also  one  that  makes  it  possible  to  develop  our  agricultiire  ceaselessly  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed  on  an  even  more  secure  and  solid  foundation.

Today,  when  many  countries  of  the  world  are  flubbing  farming  and  going  through 
agricultural  crisis,  food  crisis,  on  account  of  the  severe  effects  of  the 
cold  front,  oiir  country  alone  is  achieving  growth  by  leaps  and  bounds  in 
agricultural  production  year  after  year,  surmounting  the  effects  of  the  cold 
front  because  we  have  this  accomplished  chuche-oriented  irrigation  system; 
and  last  year  once  again  we  reaped  the  highest  harvest  since  the  founding  of 
the  republic . 

The  five  point  nature  remaking  line  laid  down  by  the  respected  and  beloved 
leader  brings  into  sight  bright  prospects  If  or  developing  our  agriculture  by 
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leaps  and  bounds  by  launching  dry  field  irrigation  on  a  grand  scale,  anew  in 
intermediate  and  mountainous  zones  based  on  such  achievements  already  scored 
in  our  rural  villages,  thus  completely  solving  the  question  of  water  not  only 
for  wet  field  farming  but  also  for  raising  dry  field  crops.

tions  between  tirban  and  rural  areas. 


Once  the  10  million  ton  grain  height  is  occupied  through  the  thorough  imple¬ 
mentation  of  this  outstanding  five-point  nature  remaking  line  laid  down  by 
the  great  leader  as  another  monument  to  our  time,  our  country's  socialist 
construction  will  be  further  accelerated,  the  standard  of  living  for  the 
people  made  more  affluent,  and  the  country's  political,  economic  and  military 
might  fiirther  strengthened. 

It  behooves  all  state  organs,  enterprises  and  all  workers  to  create  a  solid 
guarantee  for  occupying  the  10  million  ton  grain  height  by  precisely  executing 
the  decision  which  the  Administration  Council  adopted  in  order  to  thoroughly 
carry  through  the  five-point  nature  remaking  line  laid  down  by  the  great 
leader.

In  particular,  under  conditions  in  which  the  effects  of  the  cold  front  more 
severely  affect  dry-field  crops,  insiirlng  high  yields  on  a  secure  basis 
through  dry-field  irrigation  constitutes  a  great  potential  for  Increasing 
grain  production. 

In  the  spirit  of  the  absolute  and  unconditional  principle  of  the  great  lea¬ 
der's  instructions  we  must  energetically  launch  the  struggle,  as  a  mass 
movement,  to  complete  dry-field  irrigation  for  400,000  chongbo. 

Dry-field  irrigation  can  be  effectediby  various  means  such  as  furrow  irriga¬ 
tion  and  rainwater  catchment.

Therefore,  all  localities  must  thoroughly  check  into  and  grasp  the  targets 
for  dry-field  irrigation,  precisely  decide  on  targets  for  furrow  irrigation 
or  rainwater  catchment  irrigation  as  well  as  targets  for  irrigation  from 
existing  sources  of  water  and  new  sources  of  water  to  be  created,  and  under¬ 
take  the  projects  by  formulating  detailed  plans  by  the  phase. 

The  key  to  irrigation  is  water,  and  the  success  or  failure  of  irrigation 
projects  hinges  on  the  manner  in  which  the  question  of  water  sources  is 
solved. 

In  order  to  create  sufficient  water  sources  ,  it  is  imperative  to  effectively 
utilize  existing  irrigation  water  capacities  to  the  optimum  and  strengthen 
the  water  conservation  struggle. 

The  rural  economy  branches  and  the  organs  and  enterprises  concerned  must 
reinforce  existing  reservoir  dams  so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  catch  and 
hold  more  water,  withstanding  whatever  heavy  rainfall. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  imperative  to  creditably  effect  repair  and  maintenance 
work  on  existing  irrigation  system  toward  elimination  of  in  transmission  loss 
of  water  and  to  further  strengthen  the  water  supply  command  system  toward 
strict  control  of  water  consumption. 

In  order  to  sufficiently  create  water  sources  ,  it  is  imperative  to  utilize 
existing  irrigation  water  sources  to  the  optimum  and  at  the  same  time ,  to 
launch  construction  projects  on  a  grand  scale  for  the  building  of  reservoirs  , 
pumping  stations,  water  pockets,  damming  of  rivers,  pools,  etc.  for  the 
creation  of  more  water  sources . 

To  this  end,  it  is  imperative  to  complete  at  an  early  date  those  reservoir 
construction  projects  c\jrrently  in  progress  and  to  launch  medium-  and 
small  size  reservoir  construction  projects  in  Pyongyang  City  and  all  other 
localities  for  completion  within  2-3  years. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  imperative  to  formulate  measures  aimed  at  seeking 
out  plenty  of  underground  water. 

Along  with  energetically  launching  new  dry^field  irrigation  construction 
projects,  it  is  also  important  to  creditably  manage  existing  dry-field 
irrigation  facilities  for  effective  utilization  to  the  optimum. 

The  modern  sprinkler  irrigation  created  in  our  country  is  one  of  the  most 
developed  dry-field  irrigation  forms ,  a  great  asset  capable  of  decisively 
increasing  the  per  unit  yields  of  dry-field  crops. 

Functionaries  of  the  rural  econony  branch  and  all  agricultural  workers,  V7ith 
an  attitude  befitting  masters  of  the  revolution,  must  comprehensively  check 
into  and  grasp  dry-field  irrigation  facilities  and  effect  on-time  repair 
and  maintenance  work  on  crippled  or  deficient  facilities .

[Text]  Nextj  the  Administration  Council  decision  points  out  the  need  to  ener¬ 
getically  launch  the  task  of  conversion  to  terraced  fields. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader--who  at  the  forehead  of  the  agricultural 
front  has  been  brightly  illuminating  the  path  ahead  for  the  development  of 
our  country’s  agriculture  for  each  period  and  phase  of  developing  revolution — 
laid  down  the  wise  line  on  launching  the  task  of  conversion  to  terraced  fields 
on  a  grand  scale  in  keeping  with  today's  demands  of  the  process  of  industria¬ 
lization  and  modernization  of  agriculture  being  brilliantly  accelerated  as  a 
result  of  the  rural  tasks  of  the  technical  revolution  which  have  been  energe¬ 
tically  expedited  as  set  forth  in  his  Agrarian  Theses . 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows  : 

"By  energetically  launching  the  struggle  for  conversion  to  terraced  fields  we 
must  complete  the  conversion  of  150,000-200,000  chongbo  to  terraced  fields 
within  the  next  few  years."  (Booklet  "On  Energetically  Launching  the  Nature 
Remaking  Task  Aimed  at  Occupying  the  10  Million  Ton  Grain  Height,"  pp  4-5) 

The  line  on  conversion  to  terraced  fields  set  forth  by  the  great  leader  is  a 
wise  one  aimed  at  bringing  about  a  great  leap  forward  in  the  development  of 
our  country's  rural  economy  and  grain  production  increase. 

Conversion  to  terraced  fields  makes  it  possible  to  prevent  loss  of  soil  from 
sloping  fields,  make  the  soil  fertile,  decisively  increase  the  per  unit 
yields  of  agricultural  crops,  seek  out  still  more  pieces  of  new  land,  and 
create  conditions  favorable  to  mechanization  and  chemicalization. 

In  particular,  under  conditions  in  which  fertilizer  is  being  supplied  in 
sufficient  quantities,  once  sloping  fields  are  converted  to  terraced  fields 
and  irrigation  system  erected,  it  will  be  possible  to  increase  the  present 
per  chongbo  grain  yields  several  fold. 

The  line  set  forth  by  the  great  leader  on  converting  sloping  fields  to  ter¬ 
raced  fields  is  indeed  one  of  the  Important  measures  capable  of  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  grain  production  by  admirably  remaking  land,  the  basic  production 
means  of  agriculture  and  of  sharply  raising  the  level  of  mechanization  of 
farming  tasks . 

Once  this  line  is  thoroughly  carried  through,  the  intermediate  and  mountainous 
zones  will  be  transformed  into  bumper  crops  areas  no  less  than  the  plains 
areas  and  another  solid  guarantee  created  for  occupying  the  10  million  ton 
grain  height.

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All  branches  3  all  units  of  the  people's  economy  must  energetically  extend  aid 
in  labor,  materials,  and  techniques  to  conversion  to  terraced  fields  as  well 
as  to  other  nature  remaking  tasks  toward  completion  of  conversion  of  150,000- 
200,000  chongbo  to  terraced  fields  unconditionally  within  the  next  few  years. 

As  elucidated  by  the  great  leader,  conversion  to  terraced  fields  must  first 
begin  with  sloping  fields  with  sharp  grade  in  areas  abounding  in  sloping 
fields  where  dry- field  irrigation  and  land  readjustment  do  not  Involve  too 
great  an  area.  And  such  terraced  fields  must  be  provided  with  irrigation 
without  fail  and  be  built  in  a  modern  way  so  as  to  facilitate  freight  hauling 
either  by  cableways  or  tractors . 

Over  and  above  dry-field  irrigation  and  conversion  to  terraced  fields,  the 
Administration  Council  decision  points  out  the  need  to  launch  on  a  grand 
scale  the  tasks  of  search  for  new  land,  land  readjustment  and  land  improve¬ 
ment. 

Launching  the  tasks  of  land  readjustment  and  land  improvement  on  a  grand 
scale  is  of  very  great  importance  in  accelerating  greater  growth  in  agricul¬ 
tural  production  and  socialist  rural  construction. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"The  task  of  land  readjustment  is  one  of  the  important  tasks  aimed  at  raising 
grain  production  by  searching  out  plenty  of  new  land  and  at  achieving  indus¬ 
trialization  of  agriculture  by  realizing  mechanization  and  chemicalization  of 
the  rural  economy."  (Booklet  "On  Energetically  Launching  the  Nature  Remaking 
Task  Aimed,  at  Occupying  the  10  Million  Ton  Grain  Height,"  p  5) 

Launching  the  tasks  of  land  readjustment  and  land  Improvement  represents  an 
Important  nature  remaking  work  to  increase  grain  production  by  searching  out 
plenty  of  new  land,  to  still  better  create  the  conditions  necessary  for 
realizing  Integrated  mechanization  and  comprehensive  chemicalization  of  the 
rural  economy,  to  beautify  the  landscape  of  the  country  5  it  represents  one 
of  the  means  to  sharply  increase  agricultural  production  by  turning  bad  land 
into  good  land. 

Elucidating  it  as  the  first  and  foremost  task  to  launch  struggle  for  search 
of  new  land  and  land  readjustment,  the  Administration  Council  decision  points 
out  the  need  to  effect  functional  readjustment  of  all  wet  and  dry  fields  in 
such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  comprehensive  integrated  mechanization  and 
chemicalization  by  readjusting  unnecessary  borders  between  wet  fields,  by 
removing  dry- field  borders  and  stone  walls;  and  the  decision  also  points  out 
the  need  to  creditably  readjust  both  sides  of  railroad  tracks,  highways, 
and  waterways,  to  fill  hollows  and  to  relocate  dwellings  currently  situated 
in  the  middle  of  fields . 

Local  administrative  organs  at  all  levels  and  agricultural  guidance  organs 
must  energetically  push  forward  land  readjustment  tasks  under  unified  plan¬ 
ning  and  operations  by  creditably  organizing  assignments, setting  the  duration 
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of  projects  consistent  with  the  scope  of  targets  involved,  on  the  basis  of  a 
concrete  grasp  of  land  readjustment  targets  and  blueprints  prepared  in  ad¬ 
vance  . 

Along  with  land  readjustment  task,  it  is  imperative  to  energetically  carry 
out  the  task  of  improving  existing  land. 

All  farms  must  review  and  readjust  the  soil  analysis  data  for  each  of  the 
existing  pieces  of  land  and  foresightedly  carry  out  land  improvement  tasks 
based  on  the  soil  analysis  cards. 

All  localities  must  Improve  the  physical  properties  of  soil  by  putting  layers 
of  soil  in  those  wet  and  dry  fields  which  are  saddled  with  the  problem  of 
the  water  running  off  while  for  cold  and  damp  wet  and  dry  fields  thorough 
drainage  measures  must  be  taken  such  as  digging  ditches  around  wet  and  dry 
fields  and  filling  them  with  rocks ,  so  as  to  thoroughly  protect  farm  crops 
from  cold  and  dampness;  and  it  is  imperative  to  positively  improve  land  by 
administering  slaked  lime  in  quantities. 

An  important  question  arising  in  carrying  through  the  five-point  nature  re¬ 
making  line  laid  down  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  is  creditably 
implementing  flood  control  and  water  conservancy  work  in  order  to  prevent 
damages  resulting  from  heavy  rainfall. 

The  Administration  Council  decision  points  out  in  a  concrete  manner  the  tasks 
essential  to  energetically  launching  flood  control  and  water  conservancy  work. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"It  is  imperative  to  formulate  foresighted  measures  to  readjust  all  the 
rivers  and  streams.  It  is  essential  to  dredge  riverbeds  deep  and  build 
levees  high.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  essential  to  provide  pumping  facilities 
everywhere  necessary  for  draining  collected  waters."  (Booklet  "On  Energetic¬

Flood  control  and  water  conservancy  represents  an  important  natiare  remaking 
task  in  order  to  consolidate  the  achievements  in  irrigation,  to  more  highly 
demonstrate  their  might  and  to  solidly  protect  farmlands,  residential  dis¬ 
tricts  and  industrial  facilities  from  effects  of  the  cold  front. 

In  particular,  in  our  country  abounding  in  mountains,  rivers  and  streams 
commendably  carrying  out  flood  control  and  water  conservancy  task  is  of  very 
great  importance  in  developing  the  people's  economy  and  improving  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  living  for  the  people . 

The  great  leader — who  ever  since  he  early  set  out  on  the  road  to  revolution 
had  been  ripening  his  far-reaching  plan  to  erect  a  rich  and  strong  people's 
paradise  in  this  beautiful  land  of  the  fatherland — initiated  the  Pot'ong 
River  levee  reinforcement  project  upon  restoration  of  the  fatherland  and  the 
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following  year,  personally  planted  trees  atop  Munsu-pong  Hill,  this  igniting 
the  great  torch  for  the  transformation  of  Mother  Nature ;  and  throughout  the 
period  from  that  time  on  to  this  date  he  has  been  sagaciously  leading  the 
people  in  the  rewarding  struggle  for  flood  control  and  water  conservancy.

Functionaries  and  workers  of  all  state  economic  organs ,  deeply  aware  of  the 
tremendous  polito-economic  significance  of  the  five-point  nature  remaking 
line  laid  down  by  the  great  leader,  must  energetically  help  the  magnificent 
nature  remaking  task  from  the  stand  befitting  masters  of  the  revolution.

The  task  for  the  transformation  of  Mother  Nature — a  very  complex ,  interrelated 
task  big  in  coverage  and  scope  requiring  a  lot  of  labor,  equipment  and 
materials — calls  for  formulation  of  elaborate  organizational  work. 

All  levels  of  local  administrative  organs  and  agricultural  guidance  organs, 
by  formulating  a  scientific  and  militant  plan  for  each  project  target  and 
assigning  concrete  quotas  to  organs  and  enterprises  within  a  project  area, 
must  see  to  it  that  the  task  be  carried  out  to  high  serviceability  by  means 
of  annihilation  battle. 

All  factories  and  enterprises  must  take  on  nature  remaking  targets  such  as 
dry  field  irrigation  and  conversion  to  terraced  fields  and  responsibly 
complete  them  by  the  set  target  dates,  with  own  labor  and  equipment. 

At  the  same  time ,  it  is  important  to  enhance  the  roles  of  county  rural  vil- _ 

lage  construction  brigades  as  well  as  city ,  county  and  provincial  construc¬ 
tion  brigades. 

Properly  solving  the  question  of  work  force  required  in  accelerating  nature 
remaking  task  represents  a  key  link  which  must  be  tightly  grasped  in 
organizational  work. 
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Functionaries  of  local  administrative  organs  at  all  levels  and  functionaries 
of  all  branches,  all  units  must  go  in  deep  among  the  masses  in  accordance 
with  the  demands  of  the  Ch’ongsan-ri  method,  search  out  a  still  greater  work 
force  potential  by  improving  work  force  organization  giving  priority  to 
political  work,  and  assign  such' work  force  to  the  rewarding  struggle  for  the 
transformation  of  Mother  Nature.  And  by  broadly  organizing  societywide  labor 
mobilization  work  they  must  energetically  launch  the  aid-in-labor  work  for 
tight  construction  targets,  also  such  nature  remaking  projects  whose  tasks 
have  not  been  assigned  to  factories  and  enterprises. 

It  is  important  to  conduct  survey  and  draw  blueprints  for  nature  remaking 
task  decisively  prior  to  undertaking  projects. 

To  this  end,  it  is  imperative  to  positively  mobilize  the  designing  work  force 
for  land  development  in  addition  to  the  primary  designing  work  forces  in 
the  agricultural  branch  for  irrigation  construction  and  rural  village  con¬ 
struction  and  to  map  out  means  of  mobility  and  procurement  of  materiel  in 
step  therewith. 

The  nature  remaking  task  proceeding  on  a  magnificent  scale  requires  vast 
quantities  of  materials  and  equipment. 

Therefore,  all  branches,  all  units  of  the  people's  economy  must  responsibly 
insure  the  production  of  materials  and  equipment  necessary  for  carrying 
through  the  five-point  nature  remaking  line  and  strengthen  their  material  and 
technical  aid  by  positively  searching  out  and  mobilizing  their  inner  poten¬ 
tial. 

Guidance  functionaries  of  committees ,  department ,  factories  ,  and  enterprises 
must  insure  the  on-time  production  of  equipment  such  as  pumps,  motors, 
transformers,  etc.  for  each -phase  of  the  projects  but  with  priority  to  the 
production  of  equipment  facilities  necessary  for  the  initial  phase  of  pro¬ 
jects  so  as  to  avoid  interference  in  the  execution  of  projects. 

In  addition,  they  must  see  to  it  that  the  agricultural  branch  itself,  too, 
produce  such  necessary  equipment  and  materials  as  small  pumps,  rainmakers, 
motors  and  transformers  as  all  factories  and  enterprises  insure  their  produc¬ 
tion. 

Moreover,  it  is  imperative  that  they  solidly  organize  production  bases  along 
with  repair  bases  for  the  equipment  and  prefabricated  construction  materials 
necessary  for  nature  remaking  task. 

The  Agricultural  Committee  must  launch  the  struggle  for  each  province  and 
district  to  organize  integrated  production  bases  along  with  repair  bases  for 
irrigation  facilities,  parts  and  accessories  of  the  agricultural  economic 
branch,  with  respective  local  inner  potential  and  local  material  sources, 
highly  demonstrating  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  self-reliance  while  seeing 
to  it  that  the  state  organs  and  enterprises  concerned  insure  the  on-time 
production  of  the  machineries  necessary  for  organizing  the  production  and 
repair  bases  for  facilities . 
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All  factories,  enterprises,  and  workers,  by  searching  out  a  still  greater 
potential  and  broadly  mobilizing  idle  equipment  and  materials  through 
strengthening  of  the  production  increase  and  conservation  struggle,  must 
energetically  aid  in  the  execution  of  the  five-point  nature  remaking  line  as 
a  mass  movement. 

The  five-point  natinpe  remaking  task  is  a  complex  one  in  which  numerous  organs, 
enterprises  and  broad  masses  are  mobilized  and  in  which  many  branches  and 
links  are  closely  related  to  one  another.

All  localities  must  conduct  with  mobility  the  work  of  guidance  and  procure-_  _  _ 
ment  for  overall  natijre  remaking  task  under  the  guidance  of  the  party  com¬ 
mittee  concerned;  they  must  set  up  an  orderly  work  system  for  strengthening 
cooperative  operations  among  organs  and  enterprises . 

In  particular,  it  is  important  to  enhance  the  roles  of  combat  commands  al¬ 
ready  organized  from  the  center  down  to  cities  and  counties. 

Local  administrative  organs  at  all  levels  must  put  responsible  functionaries 
in  direct  charge  to  energetically  push  forward  the  project,  grasping  the 
progress  in  the  nature  remaking  task  and  in  procurement  work  and  untangling 
tangled  links. 

Also,  they  must  strengthen  technical  guidance  for  the  overall  transformation 
task  of  Mother  Nature. 

Guidance  functionaries  of  the  rural  economic  branch,  all  factories  and  enter¬ 
prises,  by  closely  planning  and  formulating  plans  for  undertaking  projects 
for  each  project  target,  by  strictly  observing  the  technical  standards  and 
standard  operating  procedures ,  by  energetically  launching  the  technical  inno¬ 
vation  movement,  must  thoroughly  insure  the  speed  and  quality  of  projects.
